Throughout  tho  year  periodic  samples  frcia  different  parts  of  the 
Borough  Supply  have  been- scat  te  Truro;. dor  analysis.  On  'the  viioXc 
tho  reports  havd'boea  sati  sf  acto'iy,  but  one  of 'the  springs  showed 
evidonco  of  pollution  vltli  oxcrmutal. organisms  and  tiio  v/ater  had  to 
be  cut  out  of  supply  ponding  invc'sti.g"^ of  the  cuaso  of  pollution* 
It  vras  found  that  there  v;as  a defective  drainage  pipe  from  a faro 
in  the  neighbourhood  ••hich  had  evidently  polluted  the  soil  near  the 
catchmont  eirea.  Stops  V;ere  talcea  tp  put  tho  drjn>n  into  thorough  , 
order  and  subsequent  analyses  have*  shoan  that  the  v/ater  is  »otF  free 
from  excreaontal  orgoniais.

During  the  year  one  catchment  area  gave  trouble  in  the  fom  .of 
a reddisii  deposit;  duo  to  growtl'i  of  ’Qeptothrix  ochraceae*^  or  ‘^Iron 
bacteria”.  This  causes  a turbid  v/ater,  ;.hi. ch  is  aesthetically 
unpleasant  and  liable  to  lead  to  blochage  of  ta,ni;s,pipes  and  filters. 
The  trouble  is  usually  satdsfactorily  overcorae  by  ch2.ori nation.
